Next disturbance will reach Pac tic coast about 9, cross west oi Rock­ 
ies country by close of IO, great central valleys l l to 13, eastern states 
14 
W arm wave will cross west of Rockies about 9, great central 
valleys l l , eastern r-tates 13. 
Cool wave will cross west of Rockies 
about 12, great central valleys 14, eastern states IG. 
This disturbance will follow a great fall in ternpe ature and its 
waim wave will not cause very hot weather; while just before and 
after the storm center passes unusually cool weather will prevail. 
Highe-t temperatures of the year are usually line al out the time this 
storm center should be in the great central valleys hut I am expecting 
cool weather instead. 
My last bulletin stated that the hot waves of 
J u l y would come not far from 4 and 22. 
Some rains may be expected to accompany this disturbance from 
9 to 14 hut I am not expecting m uch rain within the J u l y drouth sec­ 
tions heretofore described, more definitely bounded by a line beginning 
at Houston, Texas then by way of Dodge City, St. Joseph, Burlington, 
Chicago Cincinnati, Atlanta, Charleston, Jacksonville, Key West, 
Pensacola and back to Houston.

New York. July 7.—That Thaw and 
Stanford White were on friendly terms 
up to last September is the assertion 
made in a signed statement given out 
Friday by John Burns, who was em­ 
ployed by White as a ehaffeur. Burna 
said in his statement that on two oc­ 
casions—once In February, and again 
In September, 1906—the electric cab 
which he driv e was placed at Mrs. 
Thaw’s disposal by White. 
The first 
of these occasions was before her mar­ 
riage, the second was five months aft­ 
er it. 
In each instance, according to 
the ehaffeur, she was taken from a 
restaurant to her hotel, and In neither 
case did White accompany her. 
Burns says 
he was 
engaged 
by 
White in the latter part of January, 
1905, to drive his electric cab between 
the hours of 5 p. rn. and 3 a. rn., and 
continued in his employ until the lat­ 
ter part of September of that year. 
The electric machine wds used at that 
time, he says, because of the persist­ 
ent following of the cab by men riding 
bicycles, on foot and also in hansoms, 
runabouts and automobiles. 
"In those nine months." says Burns, 
"taking out the time Mr. White was in 
Europe and Canada, my employer nev­ 
er once entered the electric hansom 
in the company of a woman other than 
Mrs. White, whom he frequently took 
to Sherry's for dinner. 
"The first time I ever saw the pres­ 
ent Mrs. Thaw was in February, be­ 
tween 12 and I o’clock in the morning, 
standing with a company of men and 
women on the sidewalk in front of 
Rector’s. 
Mr. White escorted her to 
the machine and put her in, saying 
to me: 
“Take this lady home, and 
then come right hack for me.' 
“Several 
weeks 
later." 
continued 
Burns, " I took Mr. White to a restau­ 
rant in 
W est 
Twenty-Sixth street. 
Hardly had Mr. White reached the 
sidewalk when 
a hansom 
appeared 
from Broadway, pulled up, and Miss 
Nesbit jumped to the sidewalk and 
approached Mr. White, saying, as she j 
held out her hands: ‘Hello, Stannie! 
How are you?’ Mr. White shook hands. 
He seemed anxious to get up the 
stoop. 
They talked for a few min­ 
utes. and he bade her good night. 
He 
then hurried into the restaurant, and 
she got hack into her hansom, and was 
driven off. 
"The second time Miss Nesbit rode 
in W hite’s cab was in the latter part 
of September, after his return 
from 
Europe. 
I had gone to Rector’s to get 
him from a dinner. 
He came out on 
the sidewalk with three men besides 
himself, and two women, one of whom 
was Miss Nesbit. 
" ‘Take these two 
women 
home, 
Johnnie,’ he said to me. 
"I never once took Mr. White to his 
studio in Madison Square Tower in 
the company of a woman, and I never 
saw a woman enter there.”
